1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows:

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons for 
allowance are that the closest prior art, U.S. patent no. 4,330,404 to Davister, describes 
applicant's features of a distributor comprising a fixed collector part (collecting base 110) 
comprising at least two compartments (compartments 112, 113), which each have an upward 
opening in the form of an arc of a circle and at least one liquid discharge pipe (discharge outlet 
109, 109'), and a central separator chamber (separating chamber 115), which comprises a 
downward opening putting the separator chamber in communication with each of the 
compartments and a gas discharge pipe (pipe 1 16), a movable distributor part (rotating head 111) 
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which comprises, per filtration cell, an alveolus (cavities 118) having an inlet (end 1 18 A) and an 
outlet (end 1 18B) opposite the arc-shaped opening in each of the compartments, and means for 
putting the separator chamber under negative pressure (pipes 116 and 116' have discrete suction 
sources). See figures 4 and 5 and column 6, line 2 to column 7, line 47. Davister does not 
describe the above in combination with applicant's features that the downward opening is 
disposed at a level lower than the upward opening of each of the compartments and characterized 
in that, in vertical projection, the downward opening of the central separator chamber and the 
upward opening of each compartment of the collector part overlap partially.
